WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, as forecast exclu- 
sively in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, 
has named Bernard M. Baruch, 
chairman of the War Industries 
Board of World War I, as head of 
a three-man committee to make a 
quick scientific investigation of 
the whole rubber situation as the 
basis for future Government ac- 
tion regarding synthetic rubber 


production, nationwide gasoline ra- 
tioning and motor transportation. 
The othes committee members 
will be President James B. Conant 
of Harvard University and Presi- 
dent Karl T. Compton of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, 
both among the highest in the sci- 
‘entific world. 
The announcement regarding the 
ittee was*made in the Presi- 
r mnt’s message to Congress today 
vetoing the bill, aponsored By thé 
Senate and House farm blocs to 
set up a new independent agency 
to increase the production of syn- 
thetic rubber from agricultural 
products. 
It is unlikely that the President’s 
veto will be overriden. Most of 
the Senators and Representatives 
are back home campaigning and 
there seems to be a tacit “gentle- 
men’s ‘ agreement” that contro- 
versial legislation will not be con- 
sidered at this time. A _ logical 
procedure would be to pigeonhole 
the legislation until after the elec- 
tion, perhaps pérmanently. Ap- 
pointment of the three-man com- 
mittee gives Congress an excuse 
for this course. 

President’s Arguments. 

In his message, the President 
conceded that the War Production 
Board may have made “serious 
mistakes” in its synthetic rubber 
production program, but declared 
that the method proposed by Con- 
gress would be far worse since 
the vetoed bill granted the pro- 
posed new agency unrestricted au- 
thority to issue priorities and did 
not differentiate between “essen- 
tial” and “idle-hour pleasure” civil- 
ian use of motor cars. 

“It may well be,” the President 
admitted, “that serious mistakes 
have been made in the past, based 
either on misinformation, miscon- 
ception or even partiality to one 
process or another. It may be that 
the present program of the War 
Production Board is not the best 
solution. If so, the facets should be 
ascertained and made public. This 
is particularly so, if it be true, as 
charged by some persons in the 
Congress and outside the Congress, 
that the manufacture of synthetic 
rubber from grain has been ham- 
strung by selfish business inter- 
ests,” 

Naming of Committee. 
Leading up to the naming of the 
Baruch Committee, the President 
said: 

“In recentemonths there have 
been so many conflicting state- 
ments of fact concerning all the 
elements of the rubber situation— 
statements from responsible Gov- 
ernment agencies as well as from 
private sources—that I have set 
up a committee of three men to in- 
vestigate the whole situation—to 
get the facts—and to report them 
to me as quickly as possible with 
their recommendations.” 
The committee, the President 
said, would proceed immediately 
to study the present supply, the 
estimated military and essential 
civilian needs, and the processes 
now being urged, and that it would 
recommend processes to be used, 
not only in the light of the need 
for rubber but also in the light of 
critical materials required by these 
processes. | 
“In a sense,” he continued, “this 
will require a review for the pro- 
gram now being followed by the 
War Production Board. It will 
form a basis for future’action not

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP). 
HE text of President Rogose- 
velt’s message vetoing legisla- 
tion that would promote the 
production of syntheitc rubber 
from grain alcohol follows, 

I return herewith, without my 
approval, Senate 2600, a bill “to ex- 
pedite the prosecution of the war 
by making provision for an in- 
creased supply of rubber manufac- 
tured from alcohol produced from 
agricultural or forest products.” 

This bill would create a new 
independent agency to be known as 
the Rubber Supply Agency to be 
héaded by a director of rubber 
supplies. The new agency is di- 
rected to “make available at the 
earliest possible time an adequate 
supply of rubber which, when add- 
ed to the rubber being supplied by 
other agencies, will be sufficient 
to meet the military and civilian 
meeds of the United States.” To 
perform this duty, the agency is 
empowered to provide the neces- 
sary plants, equipment, machin- 
ery, materials and supplies for the 
making of synthetic rubber.

Remember that every 
time steel plate is used for a syn- 
thetic rubber plant, just so much 
is being taken away from ships, 
tanks, high octaine gasoline plants 
and munitions plants. These rub- 
ber plants will also require com- 
pressors which are so badly need- 
ed to manufacture ammonia and 
other components of explosives. 
Every pound of copper taken for 
rubber plants and their equipment 
will mean fewer shells and less 
ammunition for our fighting 
forces. 

In spite of the shortage of ma- 
terials, however, we know that 
plants must be built to manufac- 
ture synthetic rubber, because rub- 
ber is necessary for our fighting 
machine, and for our production 
machine as well.

It is obviously impossible to de- 
termine in advance just which 
process will eventually prove to be 
the most desirable, taking into 
consideration the elements of speed, 
efficiency of production, and con- 
sumption of critical materials.

‘To accomplish wage stabilization, 
the War Labor Board advises Gov- 
ernment review and approval of all 
general wage increases. . 

The WLB expressed this opinion 
yesterday in refusing a general pay 
rise to 2750 General Cable Co. em- 
ployes in New Jersey after apply- 
ing its wage stabilization formula. 

Dean Wayne L. Morse, who 
wrote the opinion, asserted the 
board’s formula could not bring 
wage stabilization if limited to 
wage disputes coming before WLB 
for final determination. 

“If wage stabilization is to be 
accomplished,” he said, “the ter- 
minal limits set forth in the for- 
mula must be applied universally 
and uniformly to so-called volun- 
tary wages increases. In order to 
accomplish such an end, it would 
appear necessary to require Gov- 
ernment review and approval of 
all general wage increases, 

“The inflationary effects of a 
race between prices and wages 
cannot be stopped in the absence 
of a governmental check upon 
wage increases as well as those 
which arise from wage demands in 
disputed cases.’” 

A 10 cents an hour increase was 
asked by the AFL International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
for employes in the Bayonne and 
Perth Amboy plants of General 
Cable. A 3-cents-an-hour increase 
was voted by the board for night 
shift workers instead of 5 cents 
asked by the union. | 

Morse said existing minimum 
rates for employes at the Bayonne 
plant were 78 cents an hour for 
men and 60 cents for women. At 
the Perth Amboy plant the scale is 
72 cents for men and 54 cents for 


women, These rates, the board 
held, were not sub-standard. 

The formula rejects a proposed 
wage increase if, between Jan. 1, 
1941, ahd May, 1942, employes re 
ceived pay faises amounting to 15 
per cent above their Jan. 1, 1941 
wage. 


UAW Threatens to Cancel No- 
Overtime Pay Policy. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 6 (AP)-—The 
United Automobile, Aircraft, Agri- 
cultural Implement Workers’ union 
threatens to revoke its policy of 
relinquishing overtime pay for war 
labor on Saturdays and Sundays 
unless the policy ig applied univer- 
sally throughout the industry with- 
in 30 days. 

Although opposed vigorously by 
many delegates, a resolution to 
this effect was adopted by the 
UAW convention yesterday after 
some delegates complained that 
competing American Federation of 
Labor unions capitalized on the

Leaves Yantis Home, Willed 
to Her as Part of $724,- 
390 Bequest. 


Miss Frances Williams, the nurse 
who will receive $724,390 from the 
estate of William G. Yantis, presi- 
dent of the Shapleigh Hardware 
Co., has left home temporarily to 
avoid a flood of salesmen and oth- 
ers with ideas of how she should 


spend her fortune. 

Miss Williams, who is 34 years 
old and lives in the Yantis home, 
5077 Westminster place, went to 
Benton, Ill. where her family re- 
sides, immediately after reporters 
telephoned her yesterday after- 
noon on the filing in Probate Court 
of the inventory which showed the 
size of her bequest. From Benton 
she went to Springfield, Ill., where 
she declined to see reporters.

If| the device the coal industry hopes 


will eliminate offensive smoke from 
thousands of domestic chimneys 
and make unnecessary the -barring 
of high volatile coal for stove use, 
as has beén done in St. Louis. 

One of the experimental models, 
called “Old Faithful“ by the insti- 
tute staff, was quietly discharging 
its jiant B. T. U.s (British ther- 
mal units), but little or no smoke 
when Tucker inspected it. The 
graphs and charts on the testing 
board showed it had burned with 
even heat for hours with negligible 
smoke. 

Nearby stood another model, the 
“White Hope,” all dressed up fit 
for any living room. The “White 
Hope” was not operating. Its me- 
chanical features were the same as 
those of “Old Faithful,” but it had 
an ornamental jacket and heat cir- 
culator. 


No Metal Available. 

So that the public will not have 
any false hopes, Director Ralph A. 
Sherman of the fuel laboratory 
called attention to the fact that 
the Government’s restrictions on 
metals made it impossible to start 
commercial manufacture of these 
stoves while the war continues. 

Sherman pointed out also that 
further research must be conducted 
before it can be said definitely that 
the new stove is the answer to the 
smoke problem. Stove manufac- 
turers who have joined with coal 
companies in financing develop- 
ment of the: stove will make up 
some of them in a variety of sizes 
and types for further experimental 
use in actua] heating service in 
homes. It is the hope of the spon- 
sors of this research that by the 
time the war ends the value of 
the stove will have been proved 
and its design perfected so that it 
can then be produced speedily in 
quantity. 

The stove is designed to burn 
at a fairly high rate for 12 hours 


gases are forced through the in- 
candescent fuel bed and consumed. 
Details of the construction have 
not. béen made public. 

Smokes Heavily at Start. 

One recognized drawback is that 
when a fresh fire is started the 
stove will smoke rather heavily 
until an incandescent fuel bed is 
established. 

It is expected, however, that 
the ability of the stove to hold 
fire for long periods will make the 
kindling of a new fire seldom ne- 
cessary. 

The stove is not fool-proof and 
its designers recognize that care- 
less or abusive handling could 
cause offensive smoking. It is so 
designed, however, that it will pot 
give most efficient heating serv- 
ice unless regulated and operated 
in the manner producing least} 
smoke. 

Idea Could Be Used in Furnace. 

It is the belief of the stove 
}makers and coal interests spon- 
soring this stove that homes heat- 
ed with stoves should enjoy smoke- 
less operation by using high vola- 
tile soft coal, if that is the cheap- 
est fuel available to them. If the 
stove proved to be smokeless ac- 
cording to the standards of the 
St. Louis smoke control ordinance, 
it could make possible the use of 
low-cost coal in thousands of 
homes. The principle no doubt 
could be applied .to hand-fired 
domestic furnaces. 

Use of the stove with high vola- 
tile coal would not be legal in 
St. Louis unless the ordinance was 
amended. 

After a thorougs inspection of 
the stove, Smoke Commissioner 
Tucker said to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent that: it had encour- 
aging possibilities. He was partic- 
ularly pleased that the coal and 
stove industries have _ seriously 
tackled the job of designing equip- 
ment to burn soft coal smokeless- 
ly. 
The Battelle laboratory is work- 
ing also on improvements in do- 
mestic stokers which already are 
giving smokeless operation with 
high volatile coal in many St. Louis 
homes.

* NEW YORK, Aug. 6 (AP).—Dis- 
avowing any. support of the left 
wing of the American Labor Party, 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt said in 
a letter made public yesterday: 
“I do not wish to be controlled 
in this country by an American 
group that, in turn, is controlled 
by Russia and Russia’s interests.” 
The President’s wife expressed 


this attitude in a letter rebuking 
Eugene P. Connolly, Labor party 
left wing leader, for his alleged 
use politically of a previous state- 
ment of hers in which she ine 
dorsed the party as a whole. 

Declaring, in her letter, that her 
indorsement of the party as a 
whole had been used in a leaflet 
during the current primary fight 
between the right and left wings 
of the party, she told Connolly: 
“I do not wish you to use my name 
or my letter again in any publica- 
tion whatsoever.” 

“Misinformed,” Says Connolly. 

Connolly commented that “Mra, 
Roosevelt has been misinformed, 
We have never authorized or sanc- 
tioned use of her letter for any 
political purpose whatsoever.” 

“Her comment on the New York 
County committee’s ‘Win the War’ 
brochure was released to the press 
with her specific approval, with 
her specific permission, granted in 
writing, through her secretary,” 
Connolly said. “It has never been 
published or mentioned by us on 
any other occasion. We still be- 
lieve Mrs. Roosevelt is a most gra- 
cious lady.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt in her letter said 
she had no desire to participate 
in the primary campaign and 
added that her early indorsement 
of the American Labor Party state- 
ment was made with the thought 
the entire party was united upon 
it and that “I was certainly not 
indorsing primary candidates in 
opposition to what I consider the 
regular American Labor Party. 

Sympathy With Party. 

“I am, and always have been, 
much more in sympathy with the 
stand of the American Labor Party 
as represented by what I consider 
is the real leadership under Mr, 
Luigi Antonini, State chairman.” 

Antonini, right wing leader, has 
accused the left wing of being 
dominated by Communists. Mrs, 
Roosevelt's letter added: 

“I have no illusions whatsoever 
as to the stand which the Amer 
ican Communist party has taken 
in American affairs. I admire 
Russia and the marvelous fight 
which Russia is putting up... but 
I do not wish to be controlled in 
this country by an American group 
that, in turn, is controlled by 
Russia and Russia's interests.”

positions. 

Cossacks were reported inflict- 
ing particularly heavy losses on 
Nazi air-borne tanks and para- 
chutists who descended behind 
Russian lines in groups of 100 and 
150, The noon communique said 
night-riding Cossacks charged in- 
to a recently lost Caucasus village, 
killed more than 600,Germans and 
disappeared swiftly into the dark- 
ness. 

Battle in Stalingrad Area. 

On the Stalingrad front, Kotelni- 
kovski itself still was in Russian 
hands but was under German at- 
tack. The fighting switched there 
from Tsimlyansk, 130 miles south- 
west of Stalingrad, where the Red 
Army for two weeks had held the 
Nazis on the banks of the Don. 
The Nazi advance to Koteini- 
kovski presented a new threat to 
the railroad spanning the isthmus 
from Stalingrad to ‘Novorossiisk, 
Soviet naval base on the Black 
Sea. This line already has been 
severed in the Belaya Glina sec- 
tor. 

From Kotelnikovski the Ger- 
mans might strike toward Astrak- 
han, to the southeast on the Cas- 
pian Sea at the mouth of the 
Volga. A thrust across the com- 
paratively flat country to that oil 
port would isolate the Caucasus 
by land from the rest of Russia, 
Northwest of Stalingrad, Soviet 
defenders continued to hold firm- 
ly to their positions in the Klets- 
kaya sector where it was officially 
announced one Russian unit 
picked off 300 Germans, Another 
250 Nazis were reported killed by

Defense of 1917 Recalled. 
Stalingrad’s defenders were 
spurred by the memories of the 
heroic and successful defenses of 
the city in 1917 by troops under 
Joseph Stalin, who organized sup- 


created Red Army. Before the 
revolution the city was known ag 
Tsariteyn and later was renamed 
in honor of the Soviet Premier, 
In fighting on the Bryansk 
front, 210 miles southwest of Mos- 
cow, the Russians announced that 
Soviet forces had recaptured a 
village there, killing 100 Germans 
in street fighting, 

Despite the grave Russian posi- 
tion in the south, the press sound- 
ed one of the most optimistic 
tones since Marshal Fedor von 
Bock started his crushing offen- 
sive six weeks ago. 

“Russian strength in the south 
is increasing,” the Government 
newspaper Izvestia said in com- 
menting on growing German pres- 
sure, “The southern commanders 
realize the German offensive must 
be stopped by all means.” More 
firmness and stubbornness and the 
enemy will be stopped.”

Instructions to People. 

“If ever an Englishman or any 
of his Allies enters Netherlands 
territory either from the coast or 
the interior The Netherlands peo- 
ple must obey these instructions— 

“Stay home, try to find shelter 
against air raids and actual fight- 
ing. 

“Those walking out in the streets 
take a great risk of being shot. 

“Those helping the enemy will 
mot escape the consequences of 
their action. 


MAN CONVICTED. 
OF KILLING WITH

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 6 (AP).— 
A jury of nine women and ‘three 
men convicted. Oscar. Albertson, 
San Pedro blacksmith and church 
elder, of first degree murder in 
the “death by mail” of John 
Kmetz, 54 years old, last Oct. 12. 
The death verdict carried no rec- 
ommendation for clemency, mak- 
ing the death penalty mandatory. 

In a previous trial, the jury dis- 
agreed. 

The State charged that Albert- 
son was infatuated with Mrs. 
Esther Kmetz, 33, church school 
teacher who formerly had lived at 
his home. It accused Albertson 
first of trying to beat Kmetz to 
death in a mystery attack and 
then mailing him poison capsules 
labeled “vigor restorers.” 

Mrs. Kmetz, described by. the 
State as an unwilling prosecution 
witness, could not be found to tes- 
tify at the second trial. At the 
first she told of her husband re- 
ceiving the capsules and asking if 
he should take them. 

“*Oh, go ahead,’ I said,” she tes- 
tified, ““They can’t do you any 
harm.’ He went into the kitchen 
and took them. He staggered into 
the bedroom and collapsed. In a 
few minutes he was dead.” 

Mrs. Eva Albertson, weeping, 
hurried to her husband's side as 
the verdict was read.

PERIL TO RUSSIAN 
FLANK INCREASES

HE German advance in the 
T western part of the North 

Caucasus threatens envelop- 
ment of Russian forces in the area 
around Kuschevka and Tikhoretsk 
on the railway south of Rostov. 
The Nazi high command claimed 
Tuesday to have swept around the 
Soviet flank and captured Voro- 
shilovsk, and reported today that 
Tikhoretsk, important railway 
junction northwest of Voroshil- 
ovsk, also had been taken. 


Voroshilovsk is only a few miles 
from Armavir, rail and oil pipe- 
line junction, on the Kuban River. 
It is the point at which the branch 
line railway to Tuapse on the 
Black Sea joins the Rostov-Baku 
Railway. Pipelines parallel both 
the main line and branch line rail- 
ways. If the Germans take Arma- 
vir, they will have cut off the Rus- 
sian troops at Tikhoretsk and 
Kuschevka, and those in the Ta- 
mansk peninsula, who are facing 
the Germans at Kerch. These 
forces could thereafter be supplied 
only from the sea, through the 


or by the difficult coastal road 


from Batum. 


Even if the Russians succeed in 
withdrawing behind the Kuban 
River, their supply difficulties will 
be very considerable if the Baku 
Railroad is cut at Armavir, It is, 
however, necessary to point dut 
that the Reds have not admitted 
the loss of Voroshilovsk or Tikho- 
retsk. Since the issuance of com- 
muniques was taken over by Adolf 
Hitler’s personal staff, statements 
about localities reached are no 
longer as reliable as they used to 
be, and often reflect intentions 
rather than facts. 


The chief aim of the German 
high command still is to destroy 
as large a part of the Russian 
armies as possible. The fact that 
an advance to Armavir would put 
the Nazis on the edge of the Mai- 
kop oil fields is .important of 
course, but the immediate German 
objective, whatever the actual de- 
gree of progress made to date, is 
undoubtedly the Soviet fighting 
forces. | 


If the Nazis can cut off a con- 
siderable segment of those forces 
in an isolated position behind the 
Kuban, they seem likely to sup- 
plement this success by a crossing 
from Kerch into the Tamansk 
peninsula, and in the end the Rus- 
sians might be compelled to at- 
tempt a withdrawal by sea or 
down the coastal road in the direc- 
tion of Batum, covered by the guns 
of their fleet. The port of No-

| Atlantic. 


“We followed them (the donkeys) 
to a water hole,” Third Mate Allen 
Holmes Jackson related. “It was a 
stinking hole of brackish water, but 
it saved our lives. After drinking 
we tried to catch one of the ani- 
mals, but we were too weak. We 
couldn’t overtake it.” 

Six crewmen were missing and 
believed dead in the attack—after 
which the Nazi submarine com- 
mander gave the survivors false in- 
formation as to how to reach land 
—and two others died before the 
lifeboat reached the island. 

Their food and water gone after 
the first 17 days, the survivors 
fashioned nets and caught a few 
fish which they ate raw. While 
fishing, one seaman was bitten by 
a shark and later died. A 65-year- 
old cook died in the lifeboat from 
exhaustion. 

After two days on the desolate 
isle, they sailed on to an inhabited 
island and were taken to the Ba- 
hamas aboard the yacht of Betty 
Carstairs, noted English. speedboat 
enthusiast. At Nassau the Duch- 
ess of Windsor greeted the surviv- 
ors and was photographed with a 
group of them. 

The sinking of their craft, offi- 
cially announced by the Navy yes- 
terday together with that of an- 
other United States ship and a Brit- 
ish vessel, raised the Associated

Story of Daring Attack. 

In those early days of the war 
one of our submarines went into 
Tokyo Bay. That much you know 
already if you’ve been paying at- 
tention to Navy communiques. 

Having entered Tokyo Bay and 
reconnoitered the complicated ship- 
ping of Yokohama, the commander 
of the submarine picked out a suit- 
able spot and settled down on the 
bottom and that, plus ensuing de- 
tails you know only if you listen to 
the rich, colorful and surprisingly 
accurate yarns that are spun in 
home ports by the crews of the sub- 
marines themselves. 

It is customary, of course, for 
submarines to lie submerged in 
daylight and came up at-night to 
change air and charge batteries.

Tuesday they polled 42 per cent—an increase of 11 
per cent,. This very substantial Republican increase 
is inthe face of the maxim of politicians of ‘both 
parties that a light vote (and Tuesday's vote was, as 
we pointed out yesterday, the lightest since women 
began to vote in Missouri in 1922) favors the Demo- 
crats. Republican fortunes definitely are improving 
in the State at large. 

But if this is the message from the returns from 
Missouri as a whole, the same message is spelled 
out in still larger letters behind the returns from 
the City of St. Louis. Two years ago, the Republi- 
cans polled only 33 per cent of the city-wide primary 
vote. Tuesday they polled 60.5 per cent of the vote 
cast within the city. This is a phenomenal increase, 
as is evident on its face, : 

Whatever other factors there may be, the governor- 
ship steal stands out for all to see. The voters have 
not forgotten that brazen attempt of a few poli- 
ticians, working behind the scenes, to rob them of 
their choice for the highest office in the State, 

And if the vote in the State at large shows the 
folly of the governorship steal, that in St. Louis is 
inevitably a judgment in part at least on the in- 
sistence of Senators Bennett Clark and Harry Tru- 
man that the chairman of the St. Louis Democratic 
City Committee at the time of the steal should be 
rewarded with the lucrative Federal post of Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue. It takes no glasses to 
see a repudiation of the dictatorial decree, “Hanne- 
gan or nobody!” in the large Republican increase. 

When the governorship steal plot was in the 
hatching, Attorney General Roy McKittrick warned 
the Hannegan-Dickmann leadership that “you fel- 
lows in St. Louis have a city election in the spring 
while we country boys have two years to get over it ’ 
before we have an election.” 

The Sage of Salisbury was on the right track, but 

it remains to be determined whether even he was not 
too optimistic. For the city fellows did have to 
face the voters first and the result was the over- 
whelming defeat last year of Democratic Bernard F. 
Dickmann by Republican William Dee Becker for 
Mayor of St. Louis. With the Republican Mayor 
went Republican control of the Board of Alderman. 
Now comes the year of the country boys, and the 
Republican primary vote jumps up 11 per cent in 
the State at large. : 

The primary, it is true, is not the election. The 
Republican trend may not be fulfilled in November. 
But where special elections were held Tuesday in 
connection with the primary, Republicans gained 
ground. In St. Louis a Republican was elected to 
fill a vacancy in the State House of Representatives 
-—the first: Republican in the delegation in 11 
years, In Northwest Missouri a Republican State 
Senator was elected to fill a Democratic vacancy. 

When President Roosevelt sent the Haunegan ap-. 
pointment to the Senate just three months ago, we 
said that we thought it would be a long time*before 
the attémpt to steal the governorship of Missouri 
would be forgotten. We still think so.

It is no exaggeration to say that. never in the 
whole history of Anglo-Indian relations have affairs 
-been so critical as they are now, -Never has India 
been so tightly involved in a world-wide situation, 
Never before has the outcome meant so much to men 
and women everywhere—Ruasian villages, Missouri 
farms, French prisons, German concentration camps. 


It is a situation which has brought us much news 


in the last several days. Those who were sympe- 
thetie to Indian aspirations for freedom have been 
shocked to learn that Gandhi! proposed that the All- 
India Congress Party adopt a resolution stating that 
“if India were free, her first step probably would be 
to negotiate with Japan.” Nor have they been re- 
assured to have Gandhi say by way of explanation 
that this declaration was.for bargaining purposes. 
On the contrary, they have found this a grevious 
error, characteristic of the shrewd politician rather 
than a great statesman. | 

Nehru fortunately was able to bring about the 
defeat of this at best deceitful statement and it 
did not become a part of the All-Indian Congress

RETURN OF AN ELDER STATESMAN. 

The unfortunate rubber controversy may not be a 
total loss to the-country if it results, as is authorita- 
tively reported from Washington, in the return of 
Bernard M. Baruch to the public service. 

Mr. Baruch’s great fund of experience as chairman 
of the War Industries Board in World War I and 
his sound judgment on economic matters have pre- 
viously been available to the administration only 
in an informal capacity. He has taken an active 
interest in the greater problems of this war, and 
has conferred often with Government chiefs, but has 
steadfastly declined to take an active part in publie 
affairs. His choice as the man to settle the trouble-

In a way, Mr. Baruch is like the elder statesmen 
whom the Romans summoned from retirement in 
time of national need.

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BRAKE RODS TO SUPREME COURT. 

A month ago, we printed on this page extracts 
from just about the straightest, hardest-hitting ad- 
dress made by an outstanding American since our 
entry into the war. Words of Supreme Court Jus- 
tice William O. Douglas spoken before Oregon pub- 
lishers, they contained this notable description of the 
wartime duties of American newspapers: 


The press will abdicate its most patriotic war- 

- time function if it neglects to drive home to us 

the bitter facts of what our men have had to 

face, the facts of what our enemy has done that 
we have neglected to do. ! 

We are fighting this war to win. Nothing is 
more vital ‘than our need to live with our past 
mistakes in order to correct them. That is 
why so much of our war effort hinges upon the 
independence and vitality of the press. 

No more now than in peacetime is it the job of 
the press to accept statements uncritically and 
without regard to what has gone before, or to 
what may be expected to follow. The wartime 
job of the press, is not only to report victories, 
but to report defeats and to analyze them, cour- 
ageously and constructively, 


The man who has so frankly charged the news- 
papers of the country became a Supreme Court 
Justice (the youngest since Joseph Story in 1811) 
only 16 years after he rode the brake rods out of 
Yakima, Wash., on his way to law school in the 
East, The story of that phenomenal rise is told in

HE story of William O. Douglas of the 
United States Supreme Court is unique 
in the New Deal. It is one of the para- 


done so much for the laboring man that 
most of its leading officials have come from 
prosperous homes. The President himself, 
Francis Biddle, Henry Wallace, Frances 
Perkins, Henry Morgenthau Jr., Robert H. 
Jackson, William C, Bullitt—all grew up in 
well-to-do or comfortable households. Bill 
Douglas was born on Oct. 16, 1898, in 
the threadbare flat of a Presbyterian 
“home missionary” in Maine, Minn, 

Large in the tradition of the United 
States Supreme Court is the phrase “Jus- 
tices Holmes and Brandeis dissent.” It is 
too early to tell whether the dissenting 
team of Justices Douglas and Black will 
occupy ag famous a niche in .American 
judicial history. They are the new liberal 
minority on Roosevelt’s liberalized Court. 

Justice Douglas’ score of dissents dur- 
ing the 1941-42 session was Higher than 
that of any other member of the court. 
In a few cases his disagreement was based 
on technicalities, but more often it resulted 


duly with the Federal agencies created by 
Congress and was thus whittling down 
gains recently won by the average man. 

His language in these opinions paralleled 
in some measure that of Brandeis in his 
great dissent in the Oklahoma ice case of 
1932, which held that Legislatures, both 
state and national, had wide power to deal 
with social and economic ills. “We are not 
a legislative committee,” Douglas several 
times reminded hig colleagues. 


* * * 

When the court outlawed a California 
statute forbidding indigent workers to cross 
the state line, Douglas held that a state 
could not “curtail the right of free move- 
ment of those who are poor or destitute. 
To allow such an exception to be engrafted 
on the rights of national citizenship would 
be to contravene every conception of na- 
tional unity. It would also introduce a 
caste system utterly incompatible with the 
spirit of our system of Government. It 
would permit those who were stigmatized 
by a state as indigents, paupers, or vaga- 
bonds to be relegated to an inferior class 
of citizenship, It would prevent a citizen 
because he was poor from ever seeking 
new horizons in other states.” 

This shows quite clearly the slant of Mr. 
Justice Douglas’ mind. The decisions writ- 
ten by Douglas have pointed toward exten- 
sion of collective bargaining, toward con- 
trol of trespassers on the public domain, 
toward greater power for the Government 


under the commerce and general welfare 
clauses of the Constitution.

When Justice Frankfurter wrote a ma- 
jority decision affirming a Texas court's 
injunction enjoining a strike by a car- 
penters’ union, Douglas was among the 
dissenters. He joined Justice Reed’s dis- 
sent against an opinion ruling that the 
NLRB could not compel shipowners to 
rehire seamen who had gone on strike 
while a ship was in harbor. He dis- 
sented when the court, speaking through 
Justice Frankfurter, vacated an order is- 
sued by the Federal] Communications Com- 


mission. “The commission, not.the courts,” | 


wrote Douglas, “is the ultimate guardian 


of the public interest under this act.” 


He dissented when the Court held that 
a redcap's tips could apply on the minimum 
wage he had to receive from the transpor- 
tation company. “The tip-paying public,” 
contended the minority, “ig entitled to know 
whom it tips, the redcap or the railroad.” 


Back of Douglas today is-a record of 
liberalism on domestic questions and an 
international outlook on foreign affairs. 
He is among the few men in public life 
who might succeed Mr, Roosevelt in the 
Democratic party as the leader of the East- 
ern factory workers and Western agricul- 
turists who have decided the last three 
presidential elections, Who else is there? 

Senator Norris is past 80. Harry Hopkins 
is chronically in bad health. Will labor ever 
accept. McNutt after martial law in Terre 
Haute? It finally resolves down to Henry 
Wallace—and Douglas. 

Douglas has a grassroots personality, a 
homespun Lincolnesque appearance, and the 
nearest thing to a log-cabin background 
there is in American politics today,

Tomato juice may be put up in 
either glass’or tin, but containers 
must be of a -kind that can be 
hermetically sealed. In using’ 
glass jars or bottles, sterilize both 
containers.and the caps in boiling 
water. If caps are not available 
for bottles,.corks may be used, 
Cover the latter with melted seal- 
ing wax after the bottles are 
filled, 

The varieties of tomatoes used 
for canning and juice vary with 
their adaptability to climatic con- 
ditions in different sections. of 
the country. Any variety may be 
used for juice, although those of 
bright. red colo: are preferred. 
Use only fully ripe, firm tomatoes, 
as freshly picked from the Vines 
as possible.

DINAH SHORE cause there have been so many 
“nuisance” plagiarism suits by amateur songwriters, Finally, 
years of experience in the music publishing business have con- 
vinced the publishers that not one song out of a hundred sub- 


mitted by outsiders has enough merit to warrant publication.

Q. HOW DOES ONE become a professional songwriter? 
A. There are many ways to skin a cat and to become a profes- 
sional songwriter. Perhaps the best way is to interest a band- 
leader or a singer in your composition, and have him “plug” 
your tune on the air, When the song has attracted enough 
attention, a music publisher will generally approach the band- 
leader or singer and ask for publishing rights. The process is 
speeded up when the band-leader is himself a music publisher, 
as many of them are. When you have written enough song 
hits, then the publisher may offer you a songwriter’s contract. 
».-Q. How can a publisher tell which song is going to be a 
hit? A. By experience. Just as a baker knows which pile of 
dough will turn into the beat bread, so can a music publisher 
generally foretell which song will catch the public favor. . He 
looks for timeliness (whether the people are “ready” for that 
type of song), melody, good lyrics and “singability.” Some- 
times, a publisher is guided by another hit song, and rushes out 
a tune which closely resembles the hit in words and music. 
Many times, of course, they guess wrong, but the experienced 
song publisher can detect a “flop” early in its career, and cuts 
short its preparation and distribution before too many copies 


have been printed. 


Q. WHAT PART Hes x —— play in the making 
of a popular song? A. A very important part. A good ar- 
ranger can dress up a mediocre tune so that it sounds like a 
Shubert masterpiece; and conversely, an unskilled arranger can 
ruin a potentially beautiful song. Most music publishers employ 
large staffs of experienced arrangers, and when a new song is 
submitted by the writing staff, the arrangers best equipped for 
that particular type of song are called in to dress it up. Some- 
times, a particular bandleader or singer is chosen, or himself 
chooses, to introduce a tune, and in that case the arrangers 
adapt the song especially for the bandleader or singer. Many 
top arrangers, like Larry Clinton, Spud Murphy, Van Alexander 
and Jim Mundy, have attempted to organize their own bands, 
to cash in on their unique ability, but all have since scrapped 
their bands and gone back to arrange for others—at a good 
price!

Advertising is the respectable instrument 
of adult education, and the only speedy method by which you 
gan tell your story to your adult fellow citizens.

In re-distributing physicians for 
civilian work there is going to be 
considerable unhappiness.

Hoffmann had a friend, William: 


Samel, who used to be in the mon- 
ument business. With him Hoff- 
mann took counsel. It was this 
way, he told Samel: He wanted to 
do something in honor of the men 


who fell in the attack on Pearl | 


Harbor. His idea was to erect a 
monument to them. Friend Same! 
said that would be a fine thing 
for Friend Hoffmann to do. Hoff- 
mann, though, didn’t know any- 
thing about monuments. Would 
Samel help him by looking after 
such details as material, design, 
inscriptions? Samel said he would 
be very happy to have a hand in 
such a worthy plan. 

There was no question about 
where the monument should stand. 
Not in the market place of the 
living nor among the great shafts 
in an imposing city of the dead. 
In Clinton Hill Cemetery, a God's 
acre by the side of the road, where 
the Messinger and Hoffmann pio- 
neers and the soldiers of the Rev- 
olution, the Black Hawk War, the 
Civil War and World War I sleep 
—that would be the fitting place. 


LINTON HILE CEMETERY is 
Cicast among the ancient burial 

grounds of St. Clair County, but 
it has been cherished by the de- 
scendants of the early settlers who 
rest there. The gravestones stand 
sturdily and the graves are spared 
the ignominy of neglect. . 

It was not so long ago that the 
cemetery, on the old Collinsville 
road north of Belleville, was hon- 
ored, and its founders were hon- 
ored, when a tablet was placed 
there in memory of John W. Mes- 
singer and his wife, buried there 
on what was part of the old Mes- 
singer homestead. That day George 
E. Hoffmann stood under the trees 
and sang “Faith of Our Fathers,” 
and “America the Beautiful,” in re- 
membrance of the John Messin- 
gers, his great-grandparents. His 
old farm home was near by. Clin- 
ton Hill Cemetery was dear to his 
heart. It -was the only place for 
his monument to the men of Pearl 
Harbor. 

With that point settled Hoff- 
mann went ahead with his plans. A 
Vermont Barre shaft 11 feet in 
height, to cost $2500, was ordered 


and when it was finished and en- . 


graved and delivered, arrange- 
ments for its dedication were com- 
pleted. On a Sunday afternoon the 
people of the countryside and visi- 
tors from far places gathered at 
the cemetery. Hoffmann greeted 
and welcomed them and told them: 

“It is my purpose to dedicate this 
shaft to those who gave much 
and those who gave all for their 
coutry. It is my way of paying 
tribute not only to those brave men 
who already have died at Pearl 
Harbor and in subsequent battle 
zones, but to all those who will die 
before this war is over.”

Mrs. Hoffmann, mother of the 
George Hoffmann named on the 
monument and sister of the George 
Hoffman who had caused it to be 
erected, was there, deeply grateful 
that her son had not been called 
upon to give his all, 

Mrs. Hstella Messinger Harrig- 
ton of Granite City, last of the 
Messingers, descendants of John 
Messinger and his wife, was there, 
linking the present with the pio- 
neers and soldiers of the past. And 
Sons and Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, and soldiers from 
Scott Field were there. 

The Rev. B. J, Koehler, pastor of 
St. Paul's Evangelical Church, 
Belleville, gave to the occasion the 
religious motif that had prompted 
the donor of the monument, speak- 
ing of the peace that would come 
at the cost of great loss of life yet 
to come. 

“There will be a lot more heroes 
and heroines before this war is 
won,” he said. “But, after it is 
over, there will be a new pagé in 
human history. It is my opinion 
that when this war is over, the na- 
tions of the world will adopt a pro- 
gram to insure a lasting peate.” 

The military touch was given by 
Commander Lowell C, Allen of 
George E. Hilgard Post, American 


‘Legion, Belleville, who coriducted

the brief ceremony of dedication.

Chew, he will 
learn of the honors that were paid 
to him and his comrades at Clinton 
Hill Cemetery on a Sunday after- 
noon,

The contract was the same at 
both tables, although the bidding 
varied slightly. The opening lead 
was also the same, namely, the dia- 
mond queen, It was quite a dis 
appointment to both declarerg 
when, after ruffing the first trick, 
they laid down the trump ace and 
found that a trump loser was un- 
avoidable. However, there was one 
chance to salvage the contract 
(aside from the unlikely possibility 
that the heart queen lay double- 
ton) and both declarers, being ex~- 
perts, seized their opportunities. 
First, they laid down the club king 
on the remote chance that the jack 
might fall from East. When this 
failed to materialize, both declar- 
ers, with a single mind, so to 
speak, led the deuce of clubs 
toward dummy’s A-10. But right 
here all similarity ended. At one 
table West automatically followed 
suit with a low club, Dummy’s 
10 spot was put in and, when it 
held, another diamond was ruffed. 
Then dummy was re-entered via 
the club ace and the last diamond 
was stripped. Now, with diamonds 
and clubs eliminated from the 
North-South hands, West was 
thrown on lead with the spade 
king and forced to make a ruinous 
return, 

The West player at the other ta- 
ble earned his team’s undying 
gratitude by wrecking the same 
coup. At the point where declarer 
cashed his club king and led the 
deuce toward dummy’s A-10, this 


West went into quite a “huddle” 


and came out with a brilliant play, 
the club jack! Now declarer could 
ruff one more diamond, but he 
could not thereafter return to dum- 
my for a complete diamond elim- 
ination. Hence, when West was 
thrown on lead with the spade 
king, he still retained a diamond

The buttons on the underside of 
the male jacket sleeve—they prob- 
ably are the survival of a refine- 
ment in the ever-changing fashions 
in clothes that charact the 
fourteenth century; but that is not 

all. 

The story is that a fastidious 
French king’s sensibilities were 
bruised because his courtiers used 
the underside of their jacket 
sleeves fo ra nose kefrchief. 

He thereupon decreed that but- 
tons be sewed on the line of rub- 
bing, the innovation proving a most 
effective preventive. 

The king’s gallants thus set the 
style for the fops of France, the 
rest of Europe followed suit, and 
buttons on sleeves became an. in- 
stitution, enduring fo this day.
